In an epistle, there must be paper or parch.- 
ment, a pen, ink, a Writer, and somewhat writ- 
ten. : 

1. The paper or parchment, we may consid.

which, some people say, is us clean as a white 
sheet of paper. But il it be so on one side, itis 
as black as sin can make it on the other. It may 
appear clean like a whited sepulchre without ; 
but itis full of all uncleanness and defilement 
within 

2. The pen may welt be compared to the 
ministers of the gospel who are used in those liv- 
ing epistles as such ; and many of them are 
willing to acknowledge themselves very bad 
pens, scarcely fii to write with, or any Way to 
be employed in so great a work.

We got under sail about 3 
o’clork, P. M., and early this morning the float- 
ing light was seen, and soon we had a pilot on 
board. We are now to proceed about forty 
miles up the river to Kedgeree, where Mr, Sut.

will leave us. We shall then come down the 
river, and sail for Amherst, where we expect to 
land in about ten days.

It is a very trite adage, that “ misery loves compa- 
ny;” but in the case before us, we can assure our 
New-Haven friends, that we are pained with the facts 
named in their Report. It appears by this, that on 
account of a few sellers of strong drinks being prose. 
cuted for a breach of the law, the sympathies ef some 
men were enlisted on their behalf; and to avoid a 
like difficulty in future, the public authority were 
called together, and contrary to the strong remon.- 
strances, a great number were recommended, whi re. 
ceived tavern licenses from the county court. No less 
than NINETY-FIvE taverners being licensed in that city ; 
of these, 72 have taken out licenses, and of these, 17 
keep taverns, 19 are oyster shops and porter houses, 
and 36 are grocery stores. This state of things is 
much to be regretted, especially in a city where so 
many young men are receiving an education, and 
forming habits which may endure for life.
